There was thus aroused among 
the Puritans a wide and vivid in- 
terest in the people of the Old) 
Testament and their strange per- | 
sistence. This interest was mani- | 
fested in a variety of literary, re- | 
ligious and political forms. The | 
study of Hebrew became general | 
among their scholars; , the Old| 
Testament was studied exegetical- | 
ly and more intensively; an extra- 
ordinary number of Christian He- 
braists flourished. Messianic ex- 
pectations were re-born and re-em~ 
phasized, so that groups of vision- 
aries, under a variety of names 
such as Fifth Monarchy Men, Mil- 
lennarians, Levellers, or Ultra-Re- 
publicans, developed and spread. So 
tense and general, indeed, was the 
Jewish interest of this period in 
English history, that the proposal 
was seriously made by some of 
Cromwell’s officers to re-organize 
the Council of State into a body 
of seventy members in order that 
it might accord with the number 
of the ancient Jewish Sanhedrin. 


Brought Te This Country. 

In the Short, or Barebones Par- 
liament, was a member, General 
Thomas Harrison, an Anabaptist, 
whose Party advocated the intro- 
duction of the Mosaic law as the 
law of the land. Cromwell him- 
self, already friendly to Jews, had 
in mind a reconciliation of the Old 
and New Testaments, and the es- 
tablishment of an intimate connec- 
tion between the “Jewish People of 
God” and the English Puritan theo- 
eracy. 

This was the Hebraic religious 
and political background in Eng- 
land, the mother country, from 
which the Puritan and Pilgrim im- 
migrants came to settle New Eng- 
land. Both the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth and the Puritans of Mass- 
achusetts Bay had come to found 
a theocratic commonwealth “like 
that of the children of Israel in 
the good old days before their fro- 
ward hearts conceived the desire 
for a King.” The leaders of these 
colonies were not ignorants.and un- 
tamed men, as occasional super- 
cilious critics of our latter day 
would have us believe. They were, 
for the most part, men of superior 
education and intellect, graduates 
of either Oxford or Cambridge, and 
in a period when Christian He- 
braists abounded. Governor Wil- 
liam Bradford-and Elder William 
Brewster were Hebraists and lov- 
ers of the Old Testament. Cotton 
Mather, himself one of the num- 
ber, mentions the names of seven- 
ty-seven ministers who, having

Judaism’s Influence In The 
Founding Of The Republic

_ graduated and begun their work in 
England, later served as ministers 
in New England. To these, he 
adds the names of one hundred and 
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|ten others who were Hebraists and 
\graduates of Harvard College in 
ithe latter half of the seventeenth 
| century. Most notable in these 
lists of names are John Cotton, 
Richard Mather, John Eliot, Tho- 
|mas Welde, Henry Dunster, Charles 
Chauncy, Samuel Whiting, Michael 
Wigglesworth, Thomas Thacher, 
Judge Sewall, Increase Mather, and 
Cotton Mather. Later came Ezra 
|Stiles, President of Yale; also 
{Samuel Johnson, first President of 
|Columbia. Several of those men- 
‘tioned above served as President 
\of Harvard. 

| The order of studies in “The 
|Laws of Harvard College” of 1655 
|required that “In the first yeare 
after admission for foure days of 
the week all Students shall be ex- 
ercised in the studies of the Greek 
and Hebrew tongues, onely be- 
ginning logick in the morneing to- 
wards the latter end of the 
yeare...... 2 

In order to qualify for the first 
degree, the requirement was: 

“Every Scholler that upon proofe 
is able to read extempore the Pen- 
tateuch of (or) the new testament 
into latine out of the originall 
tongues, and be skilled in log- 
Es 60:08 si 

Must Read Hebrew. 

Whatever the motives of these 
early Puritans in the pursuit of 
the Hebraic studies, there can be 
no doubt about their Judaic re- 
sults. The consequent interest in 
and love for the Old Testament, 
with its story of ancient Israel’s 
tribulations and experience so 
much like their own, its priests 
and prophets, its legislation, its 
outlook upon life—all at the ex- 
pense, more or less of the New 
Testament—was quite inevitable. 
The man in the street today knows 
perhaps that the American Thanks- 
giving holiday owes its origin to 
the influence of Judaism’s Old 
Testament; but he is quite una- 
ware that the whole political, legal, 
ethical and social life of the early 
Puritans was predominantly in- 
influenced from the same source. 
In the year 1636, the Plymouth 
Colony, after renouncing the auth- 
ority of English laws, adopted the 
Pilgrim Code whose foreword 
reads: 

“It was the great privilege of 
Israel] of old and soe was acknow- 
ledged by them, Nehemiah the 9th 
and 10th, that God gave them right 
judgments and true Lawes. They 
are for the mayne so exemplary, 
being grounded on principles of 
moral. equitie as that all Christ- 
ians especially ought alwaies to 
have an eye thereunto in the fram- 
ing of their politique constitutions. 
We can safely say both for our4 
selves and for them that we have 
had an eye principally unto the 
aforesaid platforme in the framing 
of this small body of Lawes.” 


Follow Mosaic Law. 

| The Massachussets Colony adop- 
ted in 1647 a code, the Body of 
| Liberties, drawn up by Nathaniel 
Ward, also a Hebraist, which was 
very much akin in important de- 
tails to that of John Cotton, whose 
“Moses, His Judicials,’’ published 
in 1641, almost exactly reproduced 
the laws of the Pentateuch; Old 
Testament precedents and models 
were used; and to each law was 
added a biblical citation. The Con- 
necticut Code of 1650 was likewise 
|drawn after tthe Mosaic model. 
|The Colony of New Haven, adopt- 
ied as the platform of its code in 
11639 the following declaration: 

“It was ordered that the Judicial 
laws of God, as they were deliver- 
ed by Moses, and as they are a 
\fence to the moral law, being nei- 
jther typical nor ceremonial, nor 
|had any reference to Canaan, shall 
be accounted of moral equity, and 
generally bind all offenders, till 
they be branched out into partic- 
ular hereafter.” So rigid was New 
Haven’s platform of adherence to 
the Mosaic law that it refused to 











have trial by jury because no such 
thing could be found in the Pen- 
tateuch. Forty-seven out of the 
seventy-nine statutes in the New- 
Haven Code of 1655 derive their 
authority from both Old and New 
Testaments. Of these only nine 
are from both Testaments; while 
the remainder, or thirty-eight, are 
altogether from the Old  Testa- 
ment. 

Lest it be judged, as often sup- 
erficially and not altogether dis- 
interestedly done, that the legalism 
of the Old Testament peculiarly 

















has observed: “To ascertain the 
true meaning of passages of Scrip- 
ture is the business not of the his- 
torian but of the theologian, but 
it is at least an historical fact that 
in the great majority of instances, 
the early Protestant defenders of 
civil liberty derivea their political 
principles chiefly from the Old 
Testament, and the defenders of 
despotism from the New.

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Possibly because he loves the 
out-doors so much is one of the 
reasons why Sultan G Cohen 
has become so prominent in the 
profession of construction eng- 


ineer. His career concerns var- 
ious phases of the work and all 
of it has found him eager for the 
experiences which he encounters. 
Mr. Cohen was born in Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., forty-one years 
ago, and received the B. S. de- 
gree in Civil Engineering from 
Purdue University in 1918, Af- 
ter his discharge from the army, 
where he was a lieutenant, he 
became Project Engineer for the 
Kansas Highway Department. 
Then he traveled to Texas where 
he was superintendent for a road 
building company, and was pro- 
ject engineer for the Texas 
State Highway Commission. 

Building cities in the wilder- 
ness of Texas was perhaps one 
of the most thrilling of Mr. 
Cohen’s adventures. On the edge 
of civilization he marveled at the 
rapid development and construc- 
tion, and almost overnight it 
seemed that thriving cities arose 
to accommodate the hordes of 
people who were exploiting the 
oil. Recalling his work, he said, 
“T felt as if I were a pioneer of 
the old days, doing my part to 
make my country great.” 

In 1923, Mr. Cohen returned to 
Indiana to become the District 
Engineer of Construction for the 
Indiana Highway Commission, a 
position he held until] 1929 when 
he went into private business as 
general contractor and producer 
of sand and gravel. He was so 
busy with other buildings that 
it was necessary for him to hire 
someone else to build his own 
home. He maintained his firm 
until 1933 when he was appoint- 
ed Engineer of Construction for 
the State Highway Commission 
of Indiana, and since then has

been in charge of all contract 
construction performed by the 
Indiana Commission, 

Mr. Cohen fully believes that 
the engineering profession is just 
as important as the medical or 
legal callings, and resents the 
ignorance of the ordinary lay- 
man regarding it. Certainly he 
is justified in his complaint as 
we look around and begin to 
enumerate all the conveniences 
which cannot be produced with- 
out a knowledge of engineering. 
Everything that changes a prair- 
ie into a modern city is accom- 
plished through the use of en- 
gineering principles. Mr. Cohen 
enjoys his work because he can 
see what is accomplished—the 
fruits of his labors are massive 
constructions of concrete which 
remain a monument to his ef- 
forts. 

Because of his close connec- 
tion with the laboring class, Mr. 
Cohen is well-qualified to com-

ment on the present upheavel. 
He said, “We are developing a 
reorganization that is basically 
sound, and our labor unrest is 
partly solved already . In time 
we will have a more lasting form 
of prosperity, and the standards 
of living will be raised. Those 
who d6n’t respect the laborer 
are ignorant. So many people 
think that education goes with a 
white collar, but this is a mis- 
conception which should be cor- 
rected.” 

Although Mr. Cohen likes ‘to 
go to new places and see differ- 
ent things, he is at home so lit- 
tle that he prefers to spend his 
leisure in his own city. He en- 
joys gardening, but only to the 
extent of picking ‘the flowers 
which have been cultivated by 
his wife. Serving on the board 
of directors of the Zionist Org- 
anization, B’nai B’rith, and Tem- 
ple Brotherhood, he tries to bé 
as active as possible in these or- 
ganizations. However, he is not 
an office holder because he rea- 
lizes that it would be impossible 
for him to devote so much time 
to any one group.

of the early settlers’ fight 
for American independence, the 
Bible continued to be the popular 
and infallible source of authorita- 
tive inspiration and support. But 
again interestingly enough, as in 
the Puritan days, not the New 
Testament, but the Old. “Prudence, 
indeed, with dictate,’ reads the De- 
claration of Independence, “that 
Governments long established 
should not be exchanged for light 
and transient causes; and, accord- 
ingly, all experience hath shown, 
that Mankind are more disposed to 
suffer, while Evils are sufferable, 
than to right themselves by abol- 
ishing the Forms to which they are 
accustomed.” Then follows a long 
citation of detailed -causes, each 
and all warrant enough, to be sure, 
in the mind of the Revolutionary 
leaders, for a change of govern- 
ment. But in order that the people 
at large be thoroly convinced of 
the complete rightness of such a 
change, it was necessary to prove 
that these causes were ample not 
merely as matters of actual polit- 
ical and economic fact, but also in 
point of fundamental religious and 
moral theory. It was necessary in 
the premises to convince the peo- 
ple not only that the King hal 
done them certain indisputable and 
vital wrongs, but also that the 
whole theory of the Divine Right 
of Kingship and Unlimited Sub- 
mission to Kings was wrong. In 
which of the two Testaments were 
these proofs to be found? The de- 
fenders of despotism,” to repeat 
Lecky’s phrase, found their auth- 
ority in the New Testament; the 
defenders of liberty, in the Old. 
Over and over again, the defenders 
of the old order turned to Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans, Chapter 
XIII: 1-7—“Let every soul be sub- 
ject unto the higher powers. For 
there is no power but of God; the 
powers that be are ordained of 
God. Whosoever therefore _ re- 
sisteth the power, resisteth ‘the or- 
dinaince of God: and they that re- 
sist shall receive to themselves 
damnation...... et seq.” With no 
less vehemence and frequency, the 
defenders of the contemplated rev- 
olutionary change repeated the 
Old Testament stories of Samuel’s 
answer to Israel’s request for a 
King (I. Sam. viii), of Gideon’s 
declination of the offer of King- 
ship (Judge viii: 22,23), of Jethro’s 
counsel to Moses (Exod. ’ xviii). 
The politico-theological literature 
of the Revolutionary period is full 





of analogies, references and texts | 
of the Hebraic and Old Testament | 
history, all designed to direct the | 
mind of the people away from 
king and unlimited submission, in 
favor of the Revolution and the | 
Republic. Chief among these, were | 
the “election sermons” and pulpit | 
pronouncements of such eminent 
preachers as Jonathan Mayhew, | 
Samuel Langdon, President of 
Harvard College; Ezra _ Stiles, | 
President of Yale College; George 
Duffield, of Philadelphia; Samuel 
West and Simeon Howard of Bos- 
ton. All of ‘these, between the 
years 1750 and 1783, took advant- | 
age of every available opportunity 
to extol the Hebrew common-| 
wealth, viewed in a civil light, as | 
the most perfect model of repub- 
lican government for America. 


Paine Used Bible Passages. 
But perhaps the one man who, 
more than any of his contempor4 
aries, succeeded in a literary way 
at least in swaying the popular 
mind to the side of freedom was 
Thomas Paine. Tho virtually ig- 
nored by the elementary text-books 
of today, and bitterly Hated by 
many of his own day, Paine was 
yet admired and praised by Wash- 
ington, Franklin and other notable 
contemporaries, for the powerful 
assistance his pen was rendering 
the cause of the Revolution. 

Paine was no friend of revealed

Testament or New. Yet, recogniz- 
ing the widespread popular inter- 
est in the Old Testament, he did 
not hesitate to use it to advance 
and fortify his arguments for free- 
dom. In his pamphlet, Common 
Sense, which according to authori- 
tative contemporaries was the 
most effective of all the_propa- 
ganda for the Revolution, he cent- 
ered his strongest argument 
against Monarchy on the Old 
Testament stories of Samuel and 
Gideon. He quoted the stories 
verbatim, and then concluded: 
“These portions of Scripture are 
direct and positive. They admit 
of no equivocal construction. That 
the Almighty hath here entered his 
protest against monarchial govern- 
ment is true, or the Scripture is 
0) are ” The mere fact that so 
unfriendly a critic could, shrewd- 
ly enough have found the Old 
Testament so invaluably useful for 
his purposes, is itself perhaps the 
most conclusive evidence of that 
Testament’s influence on the pop- 
ular mind of his day. 

That influence was more than 
merely rhetorically symbolled by 
the familiar words from Leviticus 
inscribed on the Liberty Bell: 
“Proclaim Liberty throughout the 
Land until all the inhabitants 
thereof,” (Lev. xxv, 10). These 
particular words were not placed 
there—as many loosely believe— 
only a few days before, as a sort 
of peculiar clever and appropriate 
quotation in definite anticipation 
of an immediate signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. The 
quotation had been there since 
1758, almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury before the Declaration was 
signed, and furnishes an added bit 
of interesting testimony to the per- 
sistence not only of the colonial 
hopes for freedom, but also of the 
definite Old Testament influence 
that inspired them. On the after- 
noon of the day when it was agreed 
that the Declaration of Independ- 
ence be adopted, a committee, con- 
sisting of Franklin, Jefferson and 
John Adams, was appointed “to 
prepare a proper device, for a Seal 
for the United States of America.” 
They reported a device, which while 
not finally adopted, very clearly 
visualizes the extent of Old Test- 
ament influence on American his- 
tory and American destiny as the 
generation of which these great 
men were a part conceived. Their 
proposed design presented Phar- 
oah, with sword in hand, seated in 
a chariot, and pursuing the Israel-

ment phases at least, played a no 
inconsiderable role in the founding 
of the American Republic. To what 
extent Judaism, as an historical re- 
ligion and a theological and ethical 
system developing out of and be- 
yond the Old Testament, may have 
influenced the founders of the Re-~ 
public is of course a matter al- 
ways open to speculation. That 
Judaism, however, did have its in- 
fluence in the same sense as might 
be made by any corresponding 
claims of Christianity, is strongly 
attested by the biographies and 
writings of the founders them- 
selves. The dominant philosophy 
of the eighteenth century, particy 
ularly in our American Revolution- 
ary and Constitutional period, was 
Deism. 

Except Washington, who is usu- 
ally regarded to have been form- 
ally an Episcopalian, the chief 
among the founders of the repub- 
lic acknowledged themselves to be 
either Deists or Theists. Frank- 
‘lin, Jefferson and Paine were 
Deists, although they were various- 
ly dubbed free-thinkers, infidels 
and even athiests by many of their 
contemporaries; John Adams and 
Madison were Theists, or as they 
should be termed today, Unitar- 
ians. All were strongly anti-ec- 
clesiastical; all were believers in 
natural, as contra-distinguished 
from revealed religion. Judaism, 
in so far as it is anti-Trinitarian, 
is close to Deism; in its spiritual 
outlook and moral system, it is 
closer to Theism.

this period is the following state- 
ment of -Benjamin Franklin’s re- 
‘peated several times with slight 
‘embellishments in his writings: “I 
'had been religiously educated as a 
‘Presbyterian; and though some of 
‘the dogmas of ‘that persuasion, 
isuch as the eternal decrees of God, 
|election, reprobation, etc., appear- 
ed to me _ unintelligible, others 
'doubtful, and I early absented my~ 
‘self from the public assemblies of 
ithe sect, Sunday being my study- 
ing day, I never was without some 
religious principles. I never doubt- 
ed, for instance, the existence of 
‘the Deity; that he made the world, 
and governed it by his Providence; 
that the most acceptable service ‘to 
God was the doing good to man; 
that our souls are immortal; and 
that all crime will be punished and 
virtue rewarded, either here or 
hereafter...... re 

This set of religious principles 
reads almost verbally like those 
presented in Kohler’s Guide to Ju- 
daism; and with the possible ex- 
ception of the idea of “Israel’s 
Mission”—which Franklin would 
quite naturally and logically have 
confused with the Presbyterian doc- 
trine of “election”’—it might eas- 
ily enough pass for a catechism of 
Judaism as prepared by medieval 
and modern rabbis, Franklin, like 
Paine, knew the Old Testament 
well in translation at least, and 
like him too, was clever enough to 
use it—more genially, however— 
for his purposes. He loved to par- 
aphrase it occasionally in order to 
prove his conception of the mean+ 
ing of certain passages. He alter- 
ed the Book of Job into a satire 
on English politics. While in Eng- 
land, he wrote his famous “Parable 
against Persecution” — originally 
derived from the Rabbinical work 
“The Rod of Judah” (Shebet 
Jehudah). This Parable was in- 
‘tended—and was exceedingly ef; 
fective—as an argument in favor 
of religious liberty. It was per- 
fectly written in the style of the 
Authorized Version, and he learned 
it by heart so that whenever a dis- 
cussion of the subject arose in a 
social gathering, he would open the 
Bible and recite it_as the last, or 
fifty-first Chapter of Genesis. The 
guests would admire it and naively 
say that they had never before 
known that there was such a Chap- 


Early Presidents And Jews. 

Most significant, perhaps, of 
Washington’s contacts with Jews 
and Judaism are the three letters 
he wrote in reply to the greetings 
of the several congregations on his 
accession to the Presidency. The 
one written to Newport is of spe- 
cial historical importance because 
of its emphasis on religious toler- 
ation as an inherent human right 
rather than as a matter of mere 
sufferance. But the letter to the 
Savannah Congregation is the only 
one of the three containing what 
may be said to have been a direct 
expression of his attitude toward 
Judaism.... “May the same won- 
deryworking Deity, who long since 
delivered the Hebrews from their 
Egyptian oppressors, planted them 
in a promised land whose providen- 
tial agency has lately been conspic- 
uous in establishing these United 
States as an independent nation, 
still continue.to water them with 
the dews of heaven and make the 
inhabitants of every denomination, 
participate in the temporal and | 
spiritual blessing of that people | 
whose God is Jehovah....” There | 
is here a reminiscence of the earl- 
ier Puritan conviction of Judaic 
and Old Testament influence on 
American and world history. Ezra 
Stiles indeed was so impressed 
with this particular passage that 
he quoted it in his Literary Diary, 
and appended the comment: “Hence 
Wash, a Revelationist”—with the 
purpose of course, of calling the 
example of Washington ‘to the at- 
tention of the Deistic opponents of 
revealed religion. 
James Madison was a Hebraist; 
but of what quality or degree, we 
do not know. After graduating 
from Princeton in 1772, he spent 
an extra year ‘there for the special 
study of Hebrew. On the occasion 
of two Synagogue dedications— 
one in 1818, the other in 1820— 
when the dedication addresses were 
sent him, he wrote acknowledge- 
ments stressing his well-known 
views on religious equality, but in- 
cluded also the comment: “The hiss 
tory of the Jews must forever be 
interesting. The modern part of 
it is at the same time so little 
generally known, that every ray of 
light on ‘the subject has its value.” 
Jefferson in acknowledging receipt 
of one of these same dedication ad- 
dresses, wrote: “I have read the 
address with pleasure and instruc- 
tion, having learnt from it some 
valuable facts in Jewish history 
which I did not know before...... 
The prejudice still scowling» on 
your section of our religion, al- 
though the elder one, cannot be un- 
felt by yourselves...... 7 ‘The 
Virginia Act for Religious Liberty, 
fathered by Jefferson and carried 
through to enactment by Madison 
in 1785, had a tremendous influence 
not only in the subsequent incor- 
poration of its principle into the 
Federal Constitution and the con- 
stitutions of the several states, but 
also on the mind of France and of 
Europe generally. 

This act was important from the 
Jewish viewpoint, not alone be- 
cause it embodied the principle of 
religious toleration, but also be- 
cause, in the mind of Madison and 
Jefferson at least, it was design- 
ed to establish the religiously non- 
Christian and non-sectarian char- 
acter of America. It was passed 
over the violent opposition of a 
group led by none other than Pat- 
rick Henry, who had proposed a 
resolution that—“the people of the 
Commonwealth according to their 
respective abilities ought to pay a 
moderate tax or contribution for 
the support of the Christian relig- 
lon, or of some Christian church, 
denomination or communion of 
Christians or of some form of 
Christian worship.” This resolu- 
‘tion, whose purpose was to exclude 
all but Christian sects, had already 
passed its second reading before 
Madison, with extraordinary prop- 
aganda and activity, was able to 
oppose and defeat it with his own 
Act of Toleration. 

Adams Very Sympathetic. 
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public, the most explicitly sympath- 
etic in his attitude to Judaism ap- 
pears to have been Adams. In a 
letter written in 1809, he said.... 
“In spite of Bolingbroke and Vol- 
taire, I will insist that the He- 
brews have done more to civilize 
men than any other naton, If I 
were an atheist, and believed in 
blind eternal fate, I should still 
believe that fate had ordained the 
Jews to be the most essential in- 
strument for civilizing the nations. 
If I were an atheist of the other 
sect, who believe or pretend to be- 
lieve that all is ordered by chance, 
I should believe that chance had 
ordered the Jews to preserve and 
propagate to all mankind the doc-+ 
trine of a supreme, intelligent, 
wise, almighty sovereign of the 
Universe, which I believe to be the 
great essential principle of all mor- | 
ality and consequently of all civ- 
ilization...... 

Here speaks the Old Testament 
Puritan passing through and 
emerging from the crucible of 
eighteenth century Deism. The 
two major forces more immediately 
responsible for the building of the 
American Republican emanated, 
geographically, from New England 
and Virginia. Both, however, were 
rooted in the Bible: the one, 
through Puritanism, in the Old 
Testament; the other, through the 
established Church, in the New 
Testament. The confluence of ‘these 
two currents, joined with Deism, 
created that spiritual and social 
philosophy we love to call Amer- 
ica. Certainly, then, it would seem! 
eminently fair to claim for Judaism | 
a definite and distinctive influence | 
in the founding of the American | 
Republic. This influence operated | 
through the spiritual and moral | 
force of the Old Testament, as con4| 
tra-distinguished from the New, | 
and, a little less directly, through 
the philosophic momentum provided 
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
